Never Ratso a Child by the) 
Hand or Wrist. 


It isa common practice of nurses and 
parents to grasp children by a single hand 
or wrist, and lift them bodily, as in step- 
ping over gutters streams,&c, Occasionally 
a child is seized’/by the bands and swung 
sround with great force, the body being 
held nearly at right angles. This feat is 
not slwaya followed by immediate ill 
effects, but it to result in most 
serious injury. At this period of life, the 
ends of the long bones are woited to the 
shafts by cartilage, which renders them 
weak and liable to be distorted by force,— 
‘There are three of these boves in the arm ; 
one between the shoulder and elbow, and 
two between the elbow and wrist, The 
arm of the child is, therefore very weak.— 
When extension is made at the hand, the 
force is not extended upon firm bones, but 
rather upon bones broken at several points, 
and very loosely united. A force, 
far less than is required to fracture a fully 
formed bone, will separate tho cartilaginous 
portions, or permanently bend them.—

blest, and best woman that ever sat on Eog- 
land's throne, The inhabitants of that 
rebellious little “\gem of the sea,” Prince 
Edward Island,were not behind their t 

ren upon the mainland, for, mark you,th 
Islanders are loyal to the throne, at least the 
great majority of them were loyal before the 
British Government began that silent, yet 
no less determined system of coercion, the 
end of which is to drive them into Confed 
eration, or possibly Annexation, But they 
don’t blame Prince Arthur or his mother 
for this; and so all joined heart and hand in 
extending him a right hoarty aud enthusi- 
astic welcome.

man who belonged to that ill fated band of 
explorers, and algo various. relics of the 
explorations. He has prepared a report 
addressed to his friend, Mr, Henry Grinnell 
of New York, which will soon be given to 
the public through the press. Dr, Hall is 
by no means)tired of exploration, and pfo 
poses next spring to start anew, and push 
his journeying to the North Pole. He 
gards his experience of the last ten years 
as inyaluable to him as a preparation and 
aid in the future. Tu the report alluded to 
he says }— ‘Wherever I foun’ that Sir John 
Franklin's companions had died, I erected 
monutnents, fred salutes, and waved the 
Star Spangléd Banner over them in memory 
of the discoverers of the North-West pas 
sage.’ 

They also publish the following telegram 
from Norwich, Conn. :— 

“The whaling schooner Cornelia,Captain 
Baker, has arrived at New London from 
Cumberland Talet, She brings as passen- 
gers three men belonging to Dr. C, F, Hall's 
expedition in search of Sir John Franklin. 
Dr, Hall is a passenger ow board the ship 
Ansil Gibbs, for New Bedford, He has a 
number of articles belonging to Sir John 
Franklin, including some spoons and a 
chronometer box. He was also successful 

in flading the skeletons of many of his men, 
and the remains of several of their boats. 
The skeletons and other relics were found 
at King William’s Land., The Cornelia 
brought an anchor found at the extreme 
north, marked “ B.8,, 1 which is sup- 
posed to have belonged to the first explor- 
ers. Dr, Hall found a natiye who claims 
to know all about the party. He says the 
abip was stove and the crew took to their 
boats and went ashore, where their provis- 
jons were exhausted and they died from 
starvation, The ice and snow preyented 
Dr, Hall from making full explorations. He 
will return next summer and still furtlier 
prosecute the search. The Anil Gilds will 
arrive at New Bedford in a day or two.” 

The New York Z'imés contains the fol 
lowing io regard to this news ;:— 

“Dr. ©. FB, Hall, the Arctic explorer, 
whose arrival at New Bedford i? announced 
to day, apd who has made, it is tated, im 
portant discoveries in regard to the fate 
of Sir Joho Franklin and his companions, 
sailed from New London, Conn, in the 
ship ‘Monticello,’ in the summer of 1864. 
He bad been home but ten months from an 
exploring tour of two years and four 
months, passed in the Arctic,regions and 
the discoveries then haye rendered him 
anxious to return, 

“The last expedition, from which he has 
just now returned, began as it was in the 
midst of our civil war, did not excite that 
attention which it otherwise would, but 9

family of Esquimaux which he had brought 
home with him on a previous trip, a free 
passage on the ‘Monticello,’ and in addition 
carried bis boats and entire outfit without 
charge. Over $1,000 was contributed by 
Captaiu Heoty Robinson, ot Newburg, and 
valuable instruments were provided by 
Professor Bache and Mr. Tagliabue, of this 
city. But the most liberal and earnest pro 
jector of the new undertaking was Mr. 
Henry Grinnell, of New York, who had 
already done so much for the cause of 
science and exploration in the Arctic Seas, 
and it was under his patronage that the ex 
pedition sailed: 

“Captain Hall sailed in the ‘Monticello’ 
the latter part of June, 1864, taking with 
him no sailing vessel, but intending as he 
bas done after leaving the ship and arriy 
ing on the scene of his labors, to trust en 
Urely to his boats and sledgés and the hos 
pitality of the natives. 

“The first Sntelligence ofthe expedition 
after its departure was received in New Lon 
don by tho arrival ofa whaling vessel, which 
bronght a letter written to Captain BE, A 
Chapel. the commander of the Monticello, 
and forwarded to Mr. Grinnell. [t was writ 
ten by Dr. Hall, at lis winter quarters in 
Igloo, latitude 64° 46’ north, longitude 87 ° 
20° weet, aud dated Dec. 10,1864. In this 
Jotter, it will emombered, ho stated thut 
he thought three of Franklin's companions 
might still be alive, and that be had mad 
important discoverion in reward to tho fate of 
thy expedition. One of the survivors was 
Crozier, who succeeded Sir John Franklin 
after hia death. This letter was published 
in the Zimea of Sept, 29.1864

He considers hogs the best 
produces. He buys the orginal pig for a 

dollar and a half, and feeds him forty dol 


lars worth of corn, and sells him for about | 


nine dollars. This is the only 
ever makes any money on. He loses on 
the corn, but he makes seven dollars and a 
half on the hog. He does not mind thi 
because he never expects to make anything 
on corn, any way. And any way it turns 
out, he has the excitement of raising the 
hog anyhow, whether he gets the worth of 
him or not. His strawberries would be a 
comfortable success it the robins would eat 
turnips, but they won’t and hence the diffi- 
culty.” 

“ One of Mr. Beecher’s most harrassing 
difficulties in his farming operations comes 
of the close resemblance of different sorts 
of seeds and plants to each other. Two | 
years ago bis far-sightedness warned him 
that there was going to be a great scarcity 
of water melons, and therefore he put in a 
crop of twenty-seven acres of that fruit.— | 
But when they came up they turned out to | 
be pumpkins, and a dead loss was the con- 
sequence. Sometimes a portion of his 
crop goes into the ground the most prom- | 
ising sweet potatoes, and came up the in- 
fernalist carrots—though I never heard 
him express it just inthat way. When he 
bought his farm he fouad one egg in every

A correspondent writes as tollows:— 


*“At Madoc the feeling in favor of the | 


railway to Kingston is very strong. They 
argue that Kingston is at the foot of navi- 
gation for the St, Lawrence trade, &c. 

“ While those in favor of Belleville argue 
that itis the nearest point on the water 
side, and itis well-known fact that it is 
by far much cheaper to carry freight by 
water than by land, &c. Also that the 
length of the railway from Madoc to Belle 
ville is but 28 or say 80 miles, which at 
$3,000 per mile would require only $90,000, 
while the Kingston railway will be at least 
100 miles, requiring an outlay of $800,000, 
or more than three times the expense of 
building the Belleville railway. The King- 
ston people, however, offer $50,000. How 
much will Belleville offer?”

Treatme 
A writer inthe New England I r re 

commends the following method for curing 
a cow of kickin, 

Take along strap long enough for the 
purpose, bend the foreleg so ns to bring the 
foot up to the body. Then put the strap 
round the arm and small part of the leg, 
near the hoof, crossing between 80 as not 
to slip off over the knee, and buckle. To 
this condition it is an impossibility fora 
cow to kick ; they may come to the knee 
a few times, but are soon quiet. 

In confiving the bind legs, either singly 
or together, there is danger of spoiling the 
animal. A spirited cow will struggle und 
sometimes is thrown, when tbo hip, stifle 
or some other part is injured, perhaps for 
life, 

We have used this method occasionally 
in our own dairy for several years, and find 
ita very good way when kind treatment 
will not prevail. Long finger nails are a 
fruitful source of kicking cows.

Generally cows that are 
treated kindly, and not hurt while milking 
will not kick ;~but occasionally a cow is 
found that, like some men, bas a bad un 
governable temper tbat flies at mere ima- 
ginary offences.

were milking her, but by laying a rod upon 
her back she would stand perfectly quiet, 
chewing her cudand manifesting not the 
slightest uneasiness, 


Miikers should study the temper of the 
cows they milk, and find out whether the 
cow kicks on account of pain or wilfulness, 
If it is from bad temper, the strap applied 
to the foot is a very good way to subdue 
her, but avoid whipping and beating in 
all cases.

SEVERAL MILLIONAIRES. 


AS DISCLOSED BY 


(From the New York Tribune.) 
Two or three of the richest men in this 
country have recently given, in sententious 
language, the secret of their worldly suc 
cess and fortune, “There is 
about it,” said Commodore Vanderbilt ; 
“all you have to do is to attend to your 
business and go ahead—except thing” 
added the Commodore, “and that is, never 
to tell what youare going to do until you 
have dono it,” The millionaire Democrat 
who has been running for Governor of 
Pennsylyania, and who has no views what- 
evor on political subjects, recently gaye his 
idea on the way to get rich in the remark ; 
“Economy and safe investment are about 
the best means of attaining financial pros- 
perity.” George Law, also, who is a tol- 
erablo rich man, though not, we suppose, 
quite so rich as Vanderbilt or Asa Packer, 
remarked in conversation a few days ago : 
“ There is nothing so easy a8 making money 
when you haye money to make it with ; 
the only thing is to see the crisis and tal 
it at its flood;” and, when further pressed 
to tell the secret of its own success, he 
quickly responded: “ Determination to 
work, and working.” These opivions are 
certainly worth something, and will doubt 
lesa be eagerly studied by young men 
ambitious of wealth. But they are incom- 
plete without a remark from A. T. Stewart, 
who is richer than either Vanderbilt or Asa | 
Packer, and who told an anxious inquirer | 
a short time ago that he “considered hon- 
esty and truth great aids in the gaining of 
fortune.”

The Coolie Slave Trade. | 


Another sensation has disturbed the 
usual quiet of Honolulu, no less than the | 
arrival at that port of a_veritable slaver. 
On Sunday, the 15th Aug., a ship appeared 
‘in the offing flying a flag which seemed to 
be-a parody on the Stars and Stripes. The 
Stripes were blue and white and the stars 
were set in a red field. The vessel was 
evidently of Americad build. On being 
boarded the Captain stated that it was the 
Sau Salvador ship Callao, from Macao, 
China, with emigrants, bound to Callao.— 
A writer who went on board describes the | 
the yessel. There was a barricade, or iron 
railing, about seven feet high, at the break 
ofthe deck, aod separating the forward 
part of theship from aft. Ateach of the 
two gates in this barricade stood a guard 
with a bavonet in his hand, who fastened 
the gate immediately when any one passed 
through. One of them may have hada 
cutlass, Oneach side of the deck a gun, 
about a6-pounder was pointed forward. 
T entered into conyersation with one of the 
guards who could speak some English. | 
He could not tell mo the name of the cap- | 
tain, and said ship’s name was Number 
One. The carpenter, Swede, also told me | 
the same subsequently, The guard said | 
the flag was Central American; said that 
they had 650 coolies on board; that they | 
mutinied when about a week at sea, about 
noon, and that the ringleader was killed 
and several others wounded.

The 
small pox is now said to be prevailing 
among the Indian tribes near the frontier 
to the west of this Colony, and immediate 
steps should be taken by our people to have 
their children vaccinated ; and as some 
eminent physicians contend that yaccina- 
tign only guards the system against the 
virulent type of small pox for seyen years, 
it would be well for many or all who have 


try again. If the virus takes again you 
may feel pretty sure that you are safe, and 
if it does not take you are safe ; the system 
being still guarded by the first operation, 
We need not dwell upon the ravages of 
this terribie disease among the Indians in 
former times, nor need we dwell upon its 
frightful effect among aciyilized people.— 
It isenough for us to know that it is said 
to Leumong the Indians to the southwest, 
and may be brought into the Settlement 
Within & twelvemonth in a pack of buffalo 


robes or any other article of Indian trafic, 
Guard yourselves in time.

None that I saw bad apy cues, Some 
Jooked quite skeleton-like; others were in 
good condition. There were not many sick. 
There had been seven deaths, including the 
one killed. The chained leaders appeared 
to be of a different race, taller, blacker and 
of a commanding carriage of body. The 
carpenter could talk some English, corrob- 
borated what the guard told mov. The 
passageway leading to the cabin was well 
Provided with lances ond cutlasses, I did 
not go astern to see if any name wag paint 
ed onthe ship. This statement proves 
clearly a8 to the character of the traflic in 
which the ship was engaged,

We think always when we haveany ferti- 
lizer to spread upon the mowing. Of course 
we must not rob the plowed fields, but 
every thrifty farmer can afford to do some 
thing for his meadows every year. Material 
for top-dressing is by no means confined 
to barnyard manure. The wash of roads 
is very good, and this can sometimes be 
gathered in large quantities in the hollows. 
Peat, 
weathered one winter, will sometimes 
double the grasscrop, On almost all farms 
near Cities it pays well to sell hay, and 
there iano objection to keeping land in 
meadow and selling the crop as longas one 
will keep it up to a production of three 
tons to an acre by using fertilizers, With 
top-dressing, we have no doubt that mea- 
dows may be kept indefinitely 1n grass. 
Without it, most land would ran out in a 
few years, and must be ploughed to make 
them profitable.

A STEAMER BURNED TO THE WATER'S 
EDGE—-LARGE NUMBER OF LIVES 
LOST—FULL DETAILS. 

Sr. Lewis, October 23,--Phelps, of Shreve~ 
port, La., bas arrived bere from the wreck of 
the steamer Stonewall, and furnishes the fol- 
lowlog brief particulars of the horrible disaster 
tothat boat. The boat caught fire at balf-past | 
six o’clock on Wednesday evening, at a polot 
alittle below Neeley’s Landing, and 125 below 
St. Lewis, from a candle which the deck pas- 
wengers bad placed near some hay, while they 
were ongaged In playing cards. The Stonewall 
was run on & gravel bar, the pilot supposing 
that passengers could wade ashore, Unfortun 
ately at the end of the bar there was a slough, 
and hero {t was that ao larger number of them 
were drowned. Tho boat was run on the bar 
but two fect, and the shallowest polot about 
her bad five or six feet of water. She had so 
much hay on board that she burned Iike tinder. 
Allattempts to extinguish the fre were with- 
outavall, The Bell of Memphis came at half- 
past nine, three hours after the accident, and 
rendered all assietance possible. Out of two 
hundred avd Sifty-two passengers and crew, 
only 39 are known tobe saved. The last seen

“The Railway Mania.” 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 
Mr. Eptror.—The above heads an article 
in the Chronicle of this week, over the cog: 
nomen of * Belleville,” 
Iv is uvt wy iutention to enter into a con- 
troversy through the press, with the writer 
of the communication above alluded to, but 


simply to point out to“ Belleville,” and those 
interested how ener iv ty (ODS Mistaken on 


one point, and ifon one, why not upcn others, 
I now particularly allude to that part which 
pats the Township of Elziver, (over which I 
have the honor te preside as Reeve.) as lay—- 
ing a tax of 2} cents on thedollar in 1867, 
and therefore puts the Municipality down as 
“nil,” or not able to assist in buildiag the 
road to Kingston. simply because the Munt 
cipal Act does not allow a Municipality to 
“{mposein any on year, except for debts 
already incurred, any higher rates than 2 cts. 
on the dollar.” Now it so happens that 
Elziver has no debt to provide for, the moneys 
we raise are for County purposes, Township 
purposes, and for Schools, and while we raise 
2} cts. on the dollar to cover all the yearly 
outlay, it takes half a cent of that for school 
purposes—so that any rate we would have 
one fourth cent to fall back on to pay interest 
and form a sinking fund on any reasonable 
bonus we might see fit to give. 


“Belleville” states we “ must have a mar- 
gin for emergencies ;” therefore “the above 
figures could not be reached.” Surely Elze- 
vir could, as he kindly puts us down as “nil,” 
thereby leaving us no difficulty ja reachiag 
his figures—but what is tho fuct as regards 
Elzevir? It is this: While Elzevir Council 
has worked hard to sustain itsolf as a young 
Munle'pality, belog only twelve years in ex- 
istence, we areclear of debt and have been 
able to pay tothe County out of our reserved 
fund about $300,0n the County appropriation 
of $950 for 1849. This reserve fund is for the

stances, in June last, Mr. Smith, and his 
wife,drove to a ministers meeeing at Elgin. 
During the evening they set out to go to 
the house of bis brother 1n-law, two miles 
out of Elgin, At half-fast nine o'clock Mr, 
Smith arrived alone, much excited, asking 
if his wife had arrived, and saying that 
they had been overturned in a stream and 
thrown out, and as he had not been able to 
find his wife, he thought she might have 
reached the house before him, The most 
singular discrepancy of all is that Mrs. 
Smith could have drowned, without yio- 
lence, in water only seventeen inches deep, 
and without her husband knowing 
whether she was hurt or not. Mr. Smith 
concealed from his friends that there was 
any insurance on her life until they learned 
of a policy of $3,000, which was paid by 
the Northwestern Life to Mr, Smith, and 
then when asked by a lady of his congre- 
gation, whether there was other insurance, 
he denied it point blank, lest it should 
make talk. Immediately upon her death 
and before her burial, he gave orders for 
the resuming the work of his house, which 
had been stopped for want of funds, and 
immediately after her burial he arranged a 
pleasant tea party, which was given to him- 
self by the ladies of his congregation. 
Most of the acts were shortly after published 
whereupon “Sir, Smith professed great 
indignation, and threatened a libel suit, 
but no suit had been brought. He also 
circulated among his congregation a 
paper certifying their bolief in his inno- 
cence, which several signed, never having 
heard the facts. Immediately upon the 
indictment Mr. Smith surrendered himself 
to the sheriff, and hasever since been a 
voluntary prisoner at the sheriff's house,
